I herewith beg to forward a report of ‘the actiwteab of 
the Chinese Labourers® Association whioh has its office] at 


559 Poo Ching Li, Broadway East, and which was formed, 1.5.22. 
Attached is a draft of the regulations governias & aie 
Society witr a rough translation of same, also a member's card. 
I was able to obtain access to the books of the 
Association and according to these the total membership is 
slightly over 700 persons. 
Of these 700 about S00 are employees of the Nanyang 
Tobacco Company and &ncluded in this number are some 40 or 
SO women members. fhe employment of the other members of 
the Association varies. There are ships firemen, shop 
assistants, metal workers, ete. and also three tramway 
condictorse YF believe the numbor of tramway conductors 
v enumerated on the books is ficticious. From enquiries I 
have made it would appear that some SO or 40 tramway 
conductors all from the Yayside Car Sheds are membors. . 
Their names have not been entered in the books either because 
they have not paid their subscriptions or because of some 
other reason which I have not been able to ascertain. 
Conductor Wo.317 is the leader of the Tranvey Company’s men 
and not No.S15 as state@# in the attached letter from Mr. 


Herbert. ith him sre associated Conductors Nos. 250 and 


400. These are the original tramway members of the Society 
and other tramway; members who havo joined must have been 


invited to do so by one of these men. Whilst on the subject 
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of the letter from the Tramway Company I beg to state that 
no meeting was held on Saturday. I also beg to add that 
my enquiries have been made exceedingly difficult owing to 
the fact that the Company stationed two of their Chinese 
Inspectors in the Poo Ching Li alleyway to take the numbers 
of the conductors who frequentéd the Association's premises. 
The reason for their presence was obvious the result being 
tramway employees have siven the premises 2 wide berth 
during the past few Gays. 

rt is, however, fairly certain that Conductors Nos. 267, 
334, 265, 378 and SO6 are also members. 

The Association has one room on the groundfloor of 
559 Poo Ching Lie This room is fitted up with a long table 
(on which are various current periodicelsa), surrounded by 
& number of chairs. Whilst Shere are benches arowid the 
walls of the room. At one end of the room is a rostrum 
from which speeches are @elivered and over this rostrum is 
@ large photograph of Sun Yat Sen. 

There are no branch offices. There is a committeo of 
21, of which 19 are Cantonese and cf this committee 20 
are employed at the Nanyang Company. This committee is 
dua to meet at 7 to 7.50 pem. every Sunday but has not 
done so for some time past. A monthly magazine is supposed 
to be yun by the Association but it has not appeared for 
some time. According to discussions I have had with 
various members of the committee the obtects of the 


Association are quite irmmocuous.e This would also appear 
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to be so from the list of regulations, but I believe that the 
main object is to form a union of Nanyang employees. 

The authorities at Nanyansg’s are elso aware of this and 
I am given to understand that they have offered £2,000 to 


break up the Msociation and also offered the use of a large 
house at the corner of East Seward and Chaoufoons Roads as 
a place of recreation for their employees. 

The brains behind the organisation are Woo Tsung Ming 
(fe) - FO) and Kwan Ming Sung (24 By Both Cantonese employed 
by the Nanyang Tobacco Bones. The former is the Inspector 
of workers in the factory and the latte: is head of the 
factory seneral offices. 

From information that has reached me it would appear that 
there is a great deal of friction between the staff and the 
management of Wanyang going on at prosent, and ¥ think that 
the association is being formed vy the staff in order to get 
the combined support of the workers on their side when the 
ultimate clash betveen theso two parties takes place. 

Further enquiries as to framway members of the Association 
are proceedi- ig.

7. Due protection to this association is to be given by every 
member. 

8. All members alike may enjoy the privileges of this Association.

10. Duties of above will be specified separately.
